NAPr.ES, Italy, Angust, 1867. 

THE BCaiED CITY OP FOUREII. 

They pronounce it Pom^pay-e. I al- 
ways liiiil an idea that you went down 
into I'onipeii with torches, by the way of 
(lamp, dark stairwoys, just as you do iu 
silver mines, and traversed gloomy tunnels 
with lava overhead and something on 
ciilier hand like dihqiidatcd prisons, 
gouged out of the solid earth, that faintly 
roseiiibleil Iiou.sch. I'liL you do iiotliiiig 
ot the luud. Fully oue-half of the buried 
city, perhaps, is completely exhumed and 
thrown open freely lo the light of day ; 
and there stands tho long row of solidly- 
builL liriek houses (roo(luss) just as they 
.stiiod eighteen luinilred years ago, hot 
with the II iininfi' sun ; and there lie their 
lloors, cleau-.swept, and not n bright fra^ 
nieui tarnislied or wauling of the labored 
mosaics that pictared them with the 
beasts, and l)irds, and flowers which wo 
copy ill perishable carpets to-day, and 
ilieic aril ilu) Veiiusos, and Bacehu.ses, 
iiiid Adonises uniking love and getting 
ilruiiU in many lined frescoes on tho walls 
of saloon and bed-chamber; and there 
are the narrow streets and narrower side- 
walks, paved with Hags of good hard lava, 
the Olio deeply rutted with the cliuriot- 
wlieols, and the oilier with tho passing 
fiuaofthe I'omiieiiaiia of by-gono centur- 
ies; and I here are tho bake-shops, tbo 
temples, the balls of justice, tho batlis, tbo 
theatres — all clean serapodiand.ueat, and 



silver mine away down in tho bowels of 
the earth. The broken pillar,s lying 1 
about, tho doorless doorways and the 
crumbled tops of tho wilderness of walls 
was wonderfully suggestive of tho "burnt 
district" in one of our cities, and if there 
had been any charred timbers, shattered 
windows, heaps of debris, and general 
blackness and sraokiness about iho place, 
the reserablanco would have lieen jirrfect. 
But no — the sun shines as brightly down 
on old Pompeii to-day as it did when 
Christ was^born in Bethlehem, and its 
streets are cleaner a' hundred times than 
ever Pompeiian saw them in her prime. 
I know whereof I speek — for in tho great, 
chief thoronglifarus fMerehant. street and 
the Street of Foriune) have I not seen 
with my own eyes how for two hundred 
years at least tho pavements - were not 
repaired .'—how ruts five and even ton 
inches deep were worn into the thick flag 
stones by tlio chariot wheels of genera- 
tions of swindled tax payers? A.ii(l don't 
I know by these signs tliat the Street 
Commissioners of Pompeii never attended 
to thoir business, and Itiat if they never 
attended the pavements they never clean- 
ed them? And, besides, isn't it tho 
inborn nature of Street Commissioners to 
shirk their duty whenever they get a 
chance ? I only wish 1 know the name 
of tho last ouo that hold oHiee iu Pompeii 
so that I could give bim a blast. I epoak 
with feeling on this subject, because I 
caught my foot iu one of those ruts, and 
the sadness that came over iiie when I 
saw the Grst skeleton, with ashes and lava 
sticking to it, was tempered by the reflec- 
tion that maybe that party was the 
Street Commissioner. 

No — Pompeii is no longer a buried 
city. It is a city of hundreds and hun- 
dreds of roofless houses, and a tangled 
maze of streets where one could easily get 
lost, without a guide, and have to slee|) 
iu some ghostly place that liad kuown no 
living tenant since that awful November 
night of eighteen centuries ago. 

THE JUDGMK.NT SKAT. 

We passed through the gate which 
faces the Mediterranean (called the "Mar 
ino Gate"), and by the rusty, broken 
image of Minerva, still keeping tireless 
watch and ward over tho possessions it 
was powerless to save, and went up 
long street and slood in tho broad court 
of the Fornm of Justice. The floor was 
level aud clean, and up and down either 
side was a noble colonnade of broken 
pillars, with their beautiful Ionic and 
Oortnthian columns scattered about them 
At the upper end wero tho vacaut seals 
of the Judges, and behind Uicm wo des 
cendcd into a dungeon where tlio ashes 
and cinders had found two prisoners 
chained on that memorable November 
night, and tortured them to death. How 
they must have tugged' at the pitiless 
tetters as the fierce llres surged around 
them I 

THE DESOLATE OWKLMNGS. 

Then we lounged through many and 
many Or sumptuous private mansion which 
we could not have entered wiihont a for- 
mal invitation iu incomprehensible Latin, 
in the olden time, when tho owiu rs lived 
there — and wo probably wouldn't have 
u;oi it. Thpse people built their hoaxes a 
good deal alike. The floors were laid in 
fanciful figures wrouglit in mosaics of 
many-colored marbles. At the thre-hold 
your eyes fall upon a Laiin .seiitiiice of 
welcome, sometimes, or a picture of a 
dog, with the legend " Beware of the 
Dog," and soraetirai'S a picture of a bear 
or a faun with no inscription nt all. 
Then you enter a sort of vestibule, wIhto 
they used to keep the hat-raek, I sn|)pos('; 
next a room with a liirgo marble bas ii in 
the midst (lo catch the rain waterj, and 
the pipes of a fountain ; on oithiT side are 
bed-rooms ; beyond the fountain are a re- 
ception room, then a little gard"n, dining- 
room, and so forth and ko on. 'i'liu floor-, 
wero all mosaic, the walls were stncroid, 
or frescoed, or ornamented with bas- 
reliefs, and here and tliern were statues, 
large and small, and little tisli-pooli;, and 
cascades of sparkling water that sprang 
from secret places in tho collonnade uf 
handsome pillars that surrounded the 
court, and kept the flowerbeds fresh and 
the air cool. Those Pompeiiaiis were 
very luxurious in their tastes ami habits. 
Tho most exquisite bronzes wc liavi; kchmi 
iu Europe, by far, came from the ok- 
humcd cities of Herculaneuin and Pompeii, 
and also tho finest cameos and the most 
delicate engravings on precious stones ; 
their pictures, eighteen or nineteen cen^ 
turies old, arc often iiiiieli more pleasiiiL'' 
than tho celebrated rubbish of the old 
masters of three centuries ago. Tliey 
were high up in art. From theso works 
of the first up to the eleventh century, art 
seems hardly to have existed at all — at 
least no remnants of it are h-ft— and it 
was curious to see how fai- llicso old limo 
pagans excelled the remoiu generations of 
masters that came after them in these 
matters. Tho pride of the world in sculp 
turcs are the Luocoon and tbo Dying 
Gladiator, in Rome. Tliey are as old as 
Pompeii, wero dug from tbo earth like 
Pompeii ; l)ut their exact ago or who 
made them can only be conjeetured. Hut, 
worn, and cracked, without a history, and 
with tho blemishicg stains of numberless 
centuries upon them, tbey still mutely 
mock at all efforts to rival their perfec- 
tions. • 

FOOTPRINTS OP THE DBJABTED. 

It was a quaint and onrions pastime, 
wandering through this old silent city of 
tho dead — lounging through utterly do 
sorted streets where a hundred thousand 
human beings ouco bought and sold, and 
walked and lodo, aud inailo the place re- 
sound with tbo noiso and confusion of 
traffic and pleasure. They were not lazy. 
They hurried In those days. I had evi- 
dence of that. There was a temple on 
ono corner, and it was a shorter cut to go 
between tho columns of that temple from 
ono street to tho other than to go around 
— and behold that pathway had been 
worn deep into the heavy flag-stone floor 
of the building by genorations of' tiuio- 
saving feet I They wouldn't go around 
when it was quicker to go through. We 
do that way iu our cities. 

Bvcrywhoro you see things that make 
you wonder bow old these old huusos were 
before the night of dostruotion came 



suggesting nothing of the Datore of a 1 tblngs, too, which bring back tho80 loog 



dead iidiabitauts and place them living 
before your eyes. For instance ; The 
seeps (two feet thick — lava block'') 'hat 
lead up out of the school, and tho same 
kind of steps that lead up into tho dress 
circle of the principal theatre, arc almost 
worn through ! For ages the boys hur- 
ried out oi that school, and for ages their 
parents liurried iuto that theatre, and the 
nervous fuel that have been dust and 
ashes for eighteen centuries have left their 
record for us to read today. I imagined 
I could sec crowds of gentlemen and 
ladies thronging into the theatre, with 
tickets for secured scats in thoir bauds, 
and on the wall, as plainly as ever I read 
anything in my life, I read the imaginary 
l)laeard, iu infamous graininer, " I'osi- 
Ti','i;!.Y No FiiEE List, Kxcki't Memukus 
OP THE Press I" Hanging about ilie 
doorway wero slouchy Pompeiian street- 
boys uttering slang and profanity, and 
keiii)i[ig an eyo out for cheeks. I entered 
the theatre, and sat down in one of the 
long rows of stone benches in tliu dress 
circle, and looked at tho place for tho 
orchestra, and the ruined stage, and 
around at the wide sweep of empty 
lioxes, and thought to myself, " 'I'his 
house won't pay." I tried to imagine 
the music iu full blast, the leader of tho 
oreliestrii beating time, and tho " versa- 
tile" So-andSo (who had "just returned 
from a most socoessful tour io the provin.. 
cos to play his last and farewell engage* 
ment of positively six nights only, in 
Pompeii, previous to his departure for 
Ilorculaneum,") cavorting around the 
stage and piling the iigony mountains 
high— hut 1 couldn't do it with such a 
"honse" as that ; those empty benches 
tied my fancy down to dull reality. I 
saiil, these people that ought to be hero 
have been di!ad, and still, and mouldering 
to dust lor ages aud ages, and will never 
care for the trifles and follies of life any 
more forever — " Owing to circumstances, 
etc., etc., there will not be any perfor* 
mance to night.'' 

And so I turned away and went 
through shop after shop and store after 
store, far down the long street of the 
merchants, aud called for tho wares of 
Rome and the East, but the tradesmen 
were gone, the marts were silent, and 
nothing was loft but tbo broken jars all 
set in ccmont of cinders and ashes ; the 
wine and the oil that once bad filled them 
were gouo with their owners.
